Even though the field in which 
this vast potential asset is being 
wasted lies only 70 miles from St. 
Louis, it is unlikely that the city 
will ever use even a single cubic 
foot of the gas.

The Laclede Gas Light Co., 
which claims an exclusive perpet- 
ual franchise for distributing gas 
in St. Louis, has a contract with 
the Mississippi River Fuel Cor- 
poration, which supplies it with 
natural gas from Louisiana fields 
for mixture with Laclede’s arti- 
ficial product, prohibiting the La- 
clede company.from buying nat- 
ural gas elsewhere until 1947. 

If the present highly competi- 
tive development of the Salem 
field were regulated voluntarily 
or by the State vf Illinois, it 
would be more profitable for the 
operators to return the gas to the 
wells, to keep the underground 
oil fluid and help force it tothe 
surface, than to sell it as fuel. 

Salem Considers Using Gas. 

Salem, now without a gas system, 
is considering a proposal to use 
some of the wasted gas through 
construction of a $250,000 munici- 
pal distribution system. A bill 
which would authorize issuance of 
$250,000 in revenue certificates 
will be presented soon to the City 
Council. If it is passed the pro- 
posal will be presented to voters 
at a special election early in April. 

Mayor Oscar J. McMackin esti- 
mates that Salem would ‘consume 
about 4,000,000 cubic feet of gas 
daily at first and that consump- 
tion would increase gradually. The 
distribution system would include 
a pipe line to the field, possibly 
five or six miles in length; a one- 
story brick pressure plant in Sa- 
lem’s industrial district, with an 
auxiliary butane tank for emer- 
gency use, and distribution facili- 
ties within the city. 

The only Illinois natural gas now 
being used commercially on a large 
scale is that coming from the Rus- 
sellville pool in Lawrence County, 
on the Indiana border, about 150 
miles from St. Louis. Here are gas 
wells, producing no oil, which had 
an initial capacity flow of more 
than 300,000,000 cubic feet a day.

HITLER’S PAPER 
POKES FUN AT U. S. 
AID FOR FINLAND 


Not Even One Single Fighting 


Plane Sent, Voelkischer 
Beobachter Says. 


BERLIN, Feb. 7 (AP).—Adolf 
Hitler’s newspaper Voelkischer Beo- 
bachter reports $100,000 has been 
collected for Finland in the United 


States—and then -heaps sarcasm 
on the report. 

“One hundred thousand dollars! 
What a sum!” says the paper in a 
recent issue. 

“Not even one single fighting air- 
plane! Just the left wing of a 
bomber! But perhaps the hope ex- 
ists that the plutocrats before long 
will donate the right wing and then 
later perhaps a complete fighting 
plane can be pieced together! 

“It is always the same picture: 
First, a small nation is wrought up 
to struggle against an inevitable 
development, although this develop- 
ment nowise threatens the small 
nation, but is directed solely 
against the usurped power of pluto- 
crats. If the agitation has been 
successful with a small state and 
it has been damaged, then the help 
that might be expected as from 
these great plutocracies as a result 
of speeches and negotiations ap- 
pears in quite another light.” 

“First,” the paper concludes, 
“small states are pushed into some- 
thing, then big ones avoid action— 
and take up collections!”

OIL CASE DECISIVE TEST 


OF PRICE FIXING, SAYS ARNOLD} 


Industries Watchin, Outcome to 
See How Far They Can Go, He 
Tells Supreme Court. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 7 (AP).— 
Thurman Arnold, Assistant Attor- 
ney-General in charge of anti-trust 


enforcement, told the Supreme 
Court yesterday that an effort by 
midwestern oil companies to in- 
crease prices constituted “an at- 
tempt to set up the NRA again 
without control.” 

Arnold said that “Industries all 
over the country are watching this 
case to see if some new defense of 
fair trade is going to come out 
which will entitle them to stabilize 
prices at the levels which they 
think normal.“ 

He said practically «very indus- 
try in this country is on a surplus 
basis and that if the oil companies 
could increase prices by agreement 
the other industries would follow 
the same procedure. 

This case,” he said, “represents 
the most dangerous threat to the 
enforcement of the anti-trust laws 
ever seriously presented to this 
court.” 

The United States District Court 
a> Madison, Wis., convicted 12 ma- 
jor companies and five individuals 
of conspiracy, in ‘iolation of the 
Sherman Act, to increase the price 
of gasoline sola in 1935 and 1936 in 
10 midwestern states. The sev- 
enth United States Circuit Court 
set aside the convictions and or- 
dered a new trial.

Strategy and Nature. 

In addition, the roadsides on the 
Finnish half of the isthmus are 
dotted with hundreds of cylindri- 
cal little holes about three feet 
deep. These are easily concealed 
positions from which Finnish sol- 
diers have already destroyed sev- 
eral hundred Russian tanks with 
hand grenades, or with bottles of 
inflammatory liquids. Finally, as 
the war has dragged on, the Finns 
have built hundreds of deep dug- 
outs for their soldiers, and even a 
few dugouts are shelters for their 
horses during air raids and heavy 
bombardments. The dugouts are 
scattered through the heavy woods. 
In the more open terrain, and 
along the roads, thick barbed wire 
entanglements stand in profusion. 

This, then, is why the Manner- 
heim line is like no other in ex- 
istence, and why it should properly 
be called the Mannerheim lines. As 
an example of defensive strategy, 
it is extraordinary. Rarely, if ever, 
has more absolute use been made 
of terrain and the opportunities 
offered by nature. By its very con- 
struction, it is impossible to break 
the Mannerheim line with a single 
blow for, if the first line should be 
lost at any point, then the second, 
the third, and the fourth, must be 
conquered by the Russians in 
their turn. 


Salla Is Danger Point. 


Because the only war of positions 
has been on the Karelian Isthmus, 
there has been a tendency to con- 
clude that the Russian-Finnish war 
will be lost or won on the Manner- | 
heim line. This may possibly prove 
to be the case, but is by no means a 
safe conclusion. At the present mo- 
ment, it seems much more probable 
to me that the decisive turning 
point of the war will result, either 
from the Russians’ ruthless bomb- 
ing of civilian centers and commu- 
nication lines throughout Finland, 
or from a serious break through of 
Red troops somewhere along the 
extended 750-mile eastern front. 
The most dangerous and exposed 
point on this line is the Salla sec- 
tor—and that merits an article of 
its own.

What Is a Historic Landmark? 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE “powers that be” presiding over 

the Jefferson Memorial on the river- 
front ought to get together and stop issu- | 
ing contradictory decisions as to what 
does and what does not constitute a place | 
of sufficient historical importance to be 
included in the riverfront development. 

As far back as April, 1938, the National 
Park Service of the Department of the 
Interior stated in a pamphlet describing 
the riverfront: “The St. Louis Court- 
house is today the most conspicuous his- 
toric landmark of the old riverfront. In 
its first years it towered above all other 
St. Louis structures and was undoubted- 
ly the grandest public building in the en- 
tire West.” 

More recently, Secretary Ickes, by his 
statements made when the city offered | 
the Government the title to the old Court- 
house, clearly indicated that the Court- 
house, above everything else, should be 
included in the memorial project. 

Now, out of a clear sky, the Advisory 
Board on Historic Sites decides the old 
Courthouse is not of sufficient historical 
importance to be included in the river- 
front project! 

For the edification of a few of us who, 
heretofore, thought we knew and appre-

For it seems inevitable that the order which Judge 
Oakley issued last April, banning Nick and Weston 
from the union—the order now upheld—will be.made 
permanent. The victory should be clinched, and 
that is the way to clinch it.

“Autobiography,” Steffens told what he found: 


The obvious parallel offered by those two 
states would confirm or correct my theory about 
state governments as part of city governments 
and the unit for reform efforts.

ers, balked by the State machine and threatened 
with State legislation by big business, had ral- 
lied behind Charles S. Deneen, like Folk in St. 
Louis, a Cook County Prosecuting Attorney, who 
had convicted so many rich men that there was 
a bankers’ row of cells in the jail. The re- 
formers were backing Deneen for Governor, and 
George E. Cole, founder of the Chicago Voters’ 
League, was organizing a State Voters’ League 
to apply the same methods to the Legislature 
that had worked in the Board of Aldermen. That 
Illinois was Republican, Missouri Democratic, 
helped to make clear that big business and big 
politics saw no difference between the parties. 


As the great reporter of municipal corruption went 
on to say, in that same year, Folk, the Circuit Attor- 
ney of St. Louis, and Deneen, the State’s Attorney of 
Chicago, were elected Governors of adjoining states. 
“The city reformers, having appealed to the citizens 
of their states, had won a response and a victory.” 

Illinois called on Charles S. Deneen repeatedly after 
that. It re-elected him to the governorship in 1908. 
After the long tenure of the Democrats, it sent him 
in 1924 to the Senate, where he served with distinc- 
tion. But the campaign which most closely resembled 
that of 1904, which Steffens chronicled, was the 
primary of 1928, when Deneen came home from 
Washington to lead the fight against the renomina- 
tion of the discredited spoilsman, Len Small. De- 
neen’s home was bombed and two of his political 
followers were killed, but Len Small was separated 
from the public till, never again to return.

MR. COCHRAN’S BUDGET MESSAGE BILL. 

So substantial a change in the mechanics of the 
national Government as the Norris amendment, which 
éliminated the lame-duck session of Congress and 
moved up the inauguration of the President to Jan. 
20, was certain to create situations requiring further 
adjustment. Congressman Cochran directs attention 
to one of these in a bill he introduced this week. 

As it is now, the law makes no distinction between 
presidential inauguration years and other years in 
the date of transmittal of the President's budget mes- 
sage. This means that an outgoing President must 
transmit a budget message only a few days before 
he leaves office. Mr. Cochran's idea iis that in inaug- 
uration years, the transmission of the budget mes- 
sage should be delayed 30 days after the new presi- 
dential administration begins. This would enable the 
new President to assume responsibility for the budget 
message, working out its details while the new Con- 
gress was attending to other routine matters.

HERE is perhaps nothing duller in 

Washington than the Walter-Logan bill. 

Its dullness is its strength, It may pass 
merely because it is so boring. 

It did pass the Senate last year, in an 
atmosphere of ennui so deep no one. even 
noticed the event. The vote was unanimous, 
a sardonic testimonial to the fact that half 
the Senate can murmur “Aye” while sound 
asleep. It was only after the bill had passed 
that a few Senators became alarmed and 
obtained reconsideration. 

This is a formal bill, dressed up and 
stuffy. It looks and reads as if butter 
wouldn’t melt in its mouth. But it is by all 
odds the most subtle attack yet ;lanned on 
all the social reforms of the past seven 
years. It moves in on the New Deal under 
cover of a smoke screen of platitudes. 

This is the bill which says every man is 
entitled to his day in court. An agreeable 
sentiment, to which there can be no objec- 
tion. 

But on the basis of this sentiment, the 
bill ordains that every decision of almost 
every administrative agency (from the Rural 
Electrification Administration to the wage- 
hour office) can be taken into the courts for 
review of the findings of fact as well as 
the application ‘of the law. This seems fair, 
to the uninformed. It makes the hair of 
experts in the field stand straight up. 

The difficulty in ‘tighting the bill is that 
the public dozes off during the explana- 
tions. Perhaps a concrete example is the 
best way. 

A typical agency, say the Securities and 
Exchange Commission, might receive an ap- 
‘plication from a corporation for permission 
to float a stock issue.

A quiet-voiced, earnest social 
worker, Miss Howlett emphasizes 
the serious welfare and educational 
work done by the league, whose St. 
Louis group rigidly limits its mem- 
bership to 30 debutantes a year. 
With a southern accent that 
long residence in New York has 
done little to modify, Miss Howlett 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter that 
the league’: two objectives were in- 
creased effectiveness in social work 
and the education of members to 
fit them for responsible places in 
the community. 

In St. Louis, she said, the Junior 
League originated the program of 
occupational therapy, which since 
has been taken over and partly sup- 
ported by United Charities. To il- 
lustrate the success of the league 
in educating young women for 
civic responsibility Miss Howlett 
said that throughout the nation 
10,720 memberships on community 
boards and committees are held 
by league members.

JUDGE JOYNT REVERSED 
ON 4 DECISIONS IN DAY 


Appellate Court, Without Dissent, Upsets His 
Rulings in Block Disbarment and 


Other 


Cases. 


Four decisions of Circuit Judge 
John W. Joynt in cases of widely di- 
vergent nature were reversed by the 
St. Louis Court of Appeals yesterday 
without a dissenting opinion. The 
cases involved disciplinary action 
against an attorney, allowance of 
an attorney's fee in an insurance 
matter, interpretation of a will and 
appointment of a temporary receiv- 
er. 

In two of its reversal opinions 
the appellate court took action as 
follows: 

It ordered the disbarment of Jo- 
seph Block, holding the one-year 
suspension imposed by Judge Joynt 
in 1937 was insufficient punishment 
for the attorney’s professional mis- 
conduct in misappropriating more 
than $1400 of clients’ funds, 

It knocked out a $7500 fee al- 
lowed by Judge Joynt to Joseph 
Goodman and the former law firm 
of Green, Henry & Remmers for le- 
gal services in the sale of the Mis- 
souri State Life Insurance Co. to 
the General American Life Insur- 
ance Co., holding there was no stat- 
utory authority for the allowance of 
such a fee, as only the State Insur- 
ance Superintendent was author- 
ized to employ counsel at the ex- 
pense of the company. 

Upsets Will Interpretation. 

In a third reversal the appellate 
court held Judge Joynt had inter- 
preted incorrectly the will of Mrs. 
Mary Littleton of Edwardsville, 
who died in 1895. The suit to con- 
strue her will was filed several 
years ago after a great-grandson 
had made an assignment of his 
share of rents from a St. Louis 
property left by her, thus affecting 
the rights of his son under her will. 

Judge Joynt entered judgment 
for $4898 {or William L. McCorkle, 
son of Carroll G. XeCorkle, the as- 
signor, and against the estate of 


Mrs. Magdalena Littleton, who was 
the assignee. The $4898 represented 
half the rents collected by the as- 
signee since the birth of William 
L. McCorkle. 

The Appellate Court’s opinion in- 
terpreted the will as providing for 
a “per stirpes” distribution of the 
rents to the heirs of William T. Lit- 
tleton and Mary L. McCorkle, 
grandchildren of Mrs. Mary Little- 
ton, the testator. Carroll McCorkle 
is one of two children of Mary Mc- 
Corkle. “Per stirpes” distribution 
means that the shares of William 
T. Littleton and Mary L. McCorkle 
would be divided among their heirs, 
Each had two children. 

It would be a “very simple” mat- 
ter for the lessee of the property to 
pay half the rents to the children 
of William Littleton and half to the 
children of Mary McCorkle, the 
opinion said, But, the opinion add- 
ed, it would involve complications 
i? the leseee were required to keep 
“a weather eye” open for children 
that might be born and for proper 
guardianship of minors. 

Held Witaout Jurisdiction. 

In the fourth reversal the Ap- 
pellate Court ruled Judge Joynt 
was without jurisdiction to appoint 
a temporary receiver, as he did, for 
the Kenmare Investment Co. and 
the Geneva Investment Co., owners 
of apartment properties. It held 
that deeds of trust on the proper- 
ties under which the _ trustee 
sought the receiverships, did not 
authorize hin, te file such suits 
and that Judge Joynt erred in not 
discharging the temperary receiver 
on motion of the companies. 

Judge Joynt appointed Paul Dil- 
lon, who had beeh counsel for the 
petitioner, as attorney for the re- 
ceiver. Dillon was an office asso- 
ciate of Judge Joynt before Joynt’s 
election to the bench.

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SCHOOL DISTR 
REORGANLZATION 
PLAN DESCRIBED 


Prof. Charles A. Lee Ad- 
vocates Larger Units in 
Missouri in Address to 
Women Voters. 


A suggested plan for reorganiza- 
tion of school districts into larger 
units throughout Missouri was dis- 
cussed before the Webster Groves 
League of Women Voters today by 
Charles A. Lee, professor of educa- 
tion and director of educational 
service at Washington University 


and former State Superitendent of 
Schools. he prepared it as a mem- 
ber of the State Policies Commit- 
tee of the Missouri State Teachers’ 
Association. 

Lee declared it would be a fatal 
mistake to attempt mandatory re- 
districting and said it was doubtful 
anyway whether a law for this 
could be passed. Efforts in the 
past to enact a county unit scheme 
of education have failed. Instead, 
he maintained, reorganization can 
be secured by making the enlarged 
school units financially desirable. 
If the State, through some addi- 
tional funds, will make it possible 
for the people in the various com- 
munities to have better schools 
without excessive local taxes, the 
people will voluntarily establish the 
enlarged school units, Lee said. 

There has been much criticism 
and complaint because of the fi- 
nancial and educational limitations 
of numerous rural and small-town 
school districts, and even of some 
larger districts. 

Lay Advisory Board Proposed. 

Lee’s proposal included creation 
if a non-salaried, lay advisory com- 
mission of six members, to plan dis- 
trict reorganization, with an execu- 
tive officer and the State superin- 
tendent as an advisory member. If 
a State Board of Education empow- 
ered to appoint the State superin- 
tendent should ever be established, 
it would take over the advisory 
board’s work. 

All existing political units, evén 
county lines, would be disregarded 
in setting up new districts, Lee ex- 
plained, the only object being to 
provide the best educational pro- 
gram. On petition from a given 
number of voters in a community, 
the commission would make a sur- 
vey for a larger district. A report 
on the survey would be delivered 
at a public meeting and all voters 
in the proposed larger district 
would be allowed to pass on the 
plan at an election. A majority 
vote would be required for adop- 
tion. Later the voters would choose 
a single new school board, which 
would have full control. 

At least 20 years should be de- 
voted to completing the undertak. 
ing, Lee said. An elective State 
superintendent, he added, cannot 
take the lead in bringing about 
district enlargement. He argued 
for local control of education as 
the democratic and traditional 
American way, a means against 
bureaucratic control or. economic, 
political or social propaganda and 
a way of encouraging experimenta- 
tion and desirable local variation. 
However, he held that the most ef- 
fective control was through units 
large enough to provide a modern 
system of education. 


Factors in Size of Units. 


As to size of units, he declared, 
they should be large enough to con- 
tain population adequate for fur- 
nishing lay leadership, to hold 
enough children to make modern 
schooling available at a reasonable 
per capita cost, and to afford suf- 
ficient wealth to finance the costs.

British Ships Flew Neutral Flags in Hope of 
Dodging Unrestricted Submarine War- 
fare Announced by Germany.

ASSENGER ships of British 


lines, 25 years ago, were taking 


measures of protection and avoidance, in view of Germany's an- 
nounced program cof unrestricted submarine attacks on commerce. 
One method was the use of neutral flags, The Lusitania arrived at 
Liverpool from New York Feb. 6, 1915, flying the Stars and Stripes fore 


‘and art. 

The Lusitania’s captain ex- 
plained that he was not trying to 
disguise the ship; this would have 
been impossible, as the big four- 
funneled Cunarder wan known to 
all seamen. He said it was just a 
measure to protect passengers and 
cargo, as Americans and American 
mail were aboard. The incidnet 
was considered at Washington, but 
no immediate protest was made. 
The Lusitania, three months later, 
was sunk by a submarine, in the 
greatest maritime tragedy of the 
war. 

Germany's trans-Atlantic broad- 
casting station, in a message re- 
ceived at Sayville, Long Island, 
gave the full text of the German 
Government’s announcement as to 
submarine warfare, and recited the 
provocation of the British block- 
ade, for which, the message said, 
Germany was forced to retaliate. 
In this, as in previous instances, 
the Sayville station afforded Ger- 
many a means of getting its of- 
ficial version of war events before 
the American public, It took the 
place of the cable from Germany 
to America, which the British, early 
in the war, had cut. 

Czar Nicholas II, Russia's “Little 
Father,” was at the Warsaw front, 
where Von Hindenburg was attack- 
ing the Russian line, The loss of 
life was reported to be greater 
than in any previous fighting of 
the war. Farther north, the Rus- 


sians were still threatening a 
flanking movement aaginst the 
German defenders of East Prussia. 

In the shifting fortunes of the 
southeastern front, in the Carpa- 
thian mountains, the Russians were 
gaining ground. One day they re- 
ported the taking of 2500 prisoners; 
the next day the number grew to 
5000. It developed later that large 
numbers of Bohemians, Slovaks 
and other disaffected Austrian 
subjects, drafted into army service, 
took advantage of this campaign 
to surrender and become Russian 
prisoners. The Czechoslovak army 
wag organized in Russian prison 
camps by these voluntary captives. 

British casualties in France and 
Belgium, in the first six months 
of the war, were estimated at 104,- 
000 killed, wounded and missing. 
Nearly 500,000 men had gone to 
France from England, it was an- 
nounced, and transportation was 
continuing at the rate of 30,000 a 
week. German naval casualties in 
the half-year were estimated to 
exceed 15,000. 

Senator Robert M. La Follette 
(Sr.) introduced a resolution pro- 
posing a conference of the repre- 
sentatives of neutral nations, to 
discuss means of ending the war, 
establishing neutral rights at sea 
and creating an international tri- 
bunal for establishment of world 
peace. The resolution was re- 
ceived by the Senate and allowed 
to lie on the table.

FRENCH PRESS URGES 
FULL AID FOR FINNS 


One Paper Wants Government 
to Promise Arms to All 
Threatened Neutrals. 


PARIS, Feb. 7 (AP) popular 
movement in France to sweep the 
Government into “complete” aid 
for Finland in the war against Rus- 
sia assumed steam-roller propor- 
tions today. 

The authoritative newspaper Le 
Temps devoted both its editorials 
to aid for Finland, asserting this

The newspaper said flatly it was 
no longer possible to separate the 
“Russian-Finnish war from the Eu- 


ropean war properly speaking.” 
“Tt is under different names one

Germany is leaning on Russia for 
effective military and economic aid, 
the newspaper continued; the two 
forces of oppression now are only 
one, it is already impossible to sep- 
arate them; their destinies are 
linked.” 
“Any blow against the aggressor 
in Finland,” the newspaper con- 
cluded, “is against the ally and 
helper of Hitler and directly af- 
fects him.” 
Jean Fabry, writing in the news- 
paper Le Matin, said France and 
Great Britain must be prepared “to 
arm all neutral countries that Rus- 
sia or the Reich may throw into 
the war.” 
Western Powers must be ready to 
“utilize powerfully any battlefield 
which may open up,” Fabry added. 
The writer said it would “back up 
the conscience” of each of the 
neutrals if the Allies could say, 
“There are the arms—we have 
forged them for the defense of 
liberty.” a 
Echoing Premier Daladier’s own 
Radical-Socialist party call for the 
Government to give Finland the 
help needed to “fight and win,” the 
newspaper Excelsior said in a head- 
line: “Let us aid Finland without 
awaiting the mediation that Berlin 
is maneuvering.” 


British Say They Are Sending 
Pianes to Finns, but Not Flyers. 
LONDON, Feb. 7 (AP).—R. A. 
Butler, Undersecretary for Foreign 
Affairs, when asked in the House 
of Commons today if the Govern- 
ment would consider sending bomb- 
ers and crews to Finland, replied 
that Britain already was sending 
planes and that he understood fly- 
ers were available in Finland. 

The House cheered Major-General 
Sir Alfred Knox, Conservative, 
when he asked if every possible 
step was being taken to send aid 
quickly to Finland, which, he said, 
is fighting for the whole of civiliza- 
tion.

gestions given by Howard V. Inch- 
es, who has spent his life on health 
research, 

As I have told you countless 
times, good posture can add an 
inch to your height and Mr. Inches 
agrees. 

“Correct posture,” he states, “is 
not ungainly and is not stiff. It 
is rhythmical and beautiful — it 
should be graceful, simple and easy. 
Accentuate the beautiful lines of 
your body and you will find your- 
self in the correct posture auto- 
matically. Keep your shoulders 
back but not tensely—relax them. 
Lengthen the line between your 
chin and waist line by growing tall, 
with chin in and chest out. Hold 
your abdomen in. The balls of 
your feet should be the center of 
balance and you should be ready 
to spring forward at a moment’s 
notice. Standing thus you are at 
full height.” 

To stretch abdominal wall, and 
neck: 

Stand firmly on your feet with 
balance of the body on the balls 
of the feet. Place the palms of 
both hands over the hips, and then 
throw your head backwards. Slide 
the hands down the back of your 
legs slowly, as you lean back as 
far as possible. To keep your bal- 
ance, bend your knees, pushing the 
lower part of your body forward. 


Note stretchment of hip area, 
upper abdomen and throat. Re- 
turn slowly to position, relax, and 
repeat exercise. Five times in all. 

Through the above exercise, and 
the one following, you may slim 
your waistline, develop your shoul- 
ders normally and strengtheh your 
pectoral muscles, It also corrects 
fatty knees. 

Women with fatty deposits 
around knees should begin this 
exercise moderately, and within 
30 or 60 days, they will be able to 
stretch completely. |

Watch for Your Type Tomorrow 
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OF AN AVERAGE CHILD. 
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Forcing Child Into Intellectual Mold 
for Which He Is Not Suited Is Mis- 
take Often Attempted by Proud 
Parents, Says Young Psychologist.

CHICAGO, IIL, Feb. 7. 


MONG the pet theories of 
Aw Loyola University profes- 
r of psychology, Dr. Alexan- 

der Schneiders, is one to the ef- 
fect that proud papas and mamas 
make a mistake when they try to 
make “geniuses” out of pre-school 
age children. A proud papa him- 
self, of three pre-school age young- 
sters, Dr. Schneiders says it is 
impessible to make anything like 
a genius out of the average child. 

“There is a widespread tendency, 
especially among educated people, 
to attempt to make something of 
their children other than what 
nature intended them to be,” this 
young doctor explained. 

“How often you hear parents 
boast that their 3-year-old Mary 
Ann can recite all of Mother Goose 
from memory, count up to a hun- 
dred, or spell such tongue-twisters 
as Constantinople or Scheherazade? 

“The show of precocity is the re- 
sult of the forcing of the process 
of development in the child. This 
forcing of the process of develop- 
ment is instantly well illustrated 
in the case of child movie stars. 
They possess a maturity, social 
and mental, far beyond their 
years, and of course it results in 
a distortion that I would not want 
to find in a child of mine. You see 
it in Jane Withers, in Shirley Tem- 
ple—a precocity far beyond their 
years.” 

The tendency of present-day par- 
ents to attempt to force their chil- 
dren “into intellectual molds ill- 
suited in many instances to either 
their native capacity or their tem- 
perament,” Dr. Schneiders explains 
as an attempt on the part of the 
parents to satisfy their own egos. 

“I think the motivation probably 
is unconscious,” he suggested, “an 
attempt to bring their children up 
to a par with what they would nat- 
urally expect of their own progeny. 
After all, look at it this way. A 
child is in a sense a definite phy- 
sical, spiritual and mental reflec- 
tion of the parent. Therefore he is 
the projected ego of that parent. 
And because the parent can’t coun- 
tenance any mental inequalities in 
himself, he could hardly be ex- 
pected to countenance any deficien- 
cies in the child. So he does every- 
thing to build the child up to his 
own concept of himself, which 
usually is very greatly more ex- 
alted than the material allows.” 

Such a parent, the doctor says, 
is working on the dubious assump- 
tion that intellectual precocity is 
desirable, especially if it is of the 
type that is enforced by early 
training and mental discipline. 

“While it is true,” he points out, 
“that children are little savages if 
allowed to grow up by themselves, 
yet it is just as dangerous to in- 
terfere too greatly with the nat- 
ural processes of development. The 
function of the parents or the 
teacher is not to interfere with 
or control the processes of devel- 
opment, but merely to aid and di- 
rect those processes by proper tra n. 


ing, by advice, by the setting of 
ideals and standards of conduct 
and inculcating those in the child 
at an age that is suited to that 
child’s development. If there is 
anything worse than lack of train- 
ing, it is over-training.” 
x X * 
UCH activities as reading, 
8 drawing, music and dancing for 
the pre-school child are indorsed 
by Dr. Schneiders, provided they 
are not forced. 

“Take the training of a child 
along musical lines,” he suggested. 
“There has been many a child re- 
quired to spend hours at a time 
at the piano or violin for which 
he has no particular talent. It would 
be far better to determine whether 
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evoke abilities that are not pres- 
ent. To just be able to develop 
some mechanical ability in the 
child so that he can execute, 
mechanically, pieces on the piano 
or on the violin, is like going to the 
South Seas and teaching a cannibal 
how to wear a silk hat at the prop- 
er angle. You may find that you 
can tech the cannibal to wear the 
silk hat with a Park Avenue air, 
but after you finish teaching him 
what have you got?”

analysis, where the average child is 
forced somewhat near the level of 
a precocious child, to a process of 
unnatural development. 


“You can take any child as long 
as he is an average individual and 
by dint.of some forcing you can 
over-develop that child’s capacities. 
In that way the child gratifies the 
parents’ desires and expectations, 
but.in the meantime you have an 
unnatural precocity so that the 
child can perform those various 
little tricks, but you have created 
an unnatural! situation. Sooner or 
later the child must take its place 
in the world, and having been made 
to unduly realize his own capaci- 
ties, it is only natural but inevitable 
that he has developed a mode of ex- 
hibition and egotism that he will 
carry with him into adult life and 
thereby make him socially malad- 
justed. 

“Now craving for recognition is 
a very natural thing. There is no 


worse thing than to be unrecog- 
nized. That cravirig will assure 
natural egotism. But on top of 
that, inculcate exhibition tendencies 
in a child and you get an adult 
who is ordinarily referred to as a 
boor, an obnoxious type of indi- 
vidual.” 

So far Dr. Schneiders had been 
talking particularl, about the child 
of pre-school age, but as director 
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of student personnel at 
University he has seen the ten- 
dency of parents to live vicariously 
in their child carried into much 


later years.

instances from his own ex- 

periences, “for parents to in- 
sist upon making of their boy 
a doctor, a lawyer or a mem- 
ber of some profession which 
they themselves are following or 
have been frustrated in.

So we have 
such cases as where a boy comes 
to me with an I. Q. that would not 
allow him to be even a good cler- 
ical worker, but he wants to go 
into medicine, because his father 
is a doctor. 

“Left to himself, with some 
guidance, that boy would have dis- 
covered what abilities he has, and 
probably directed his efforts and 
ambitions along lines that were 
suited to those abilities. If par- 
ents could only be made to see that 
if a child’s ambition is to be the 
world’s best truck driver, they 
should let him be a truck driver. 
We must get over the impression 
that there is something fundamen- 
tally wrong about manual trades 
and something exalted about the 
professions. If I’m happy to teach 
and he is happy driving a truck, 
we are on a par.”
